France Fondly Hopes With Russian 
Aid to Recover Her Lost 
Provinces. 



Acrimonious Criticism on the Indian 
Frontier Troubles— Kruge's De- 
fiance Coldly Received. 


London, Aug. 28.— The accomplish- 
ment of the Franco-Russian alliance, 
which some of the Conservative news- 
papers are Inclined to deny, expostu- 
lating that the words could bo applied 
to any friendly nation, iB, however, ac- 
cepted by the majority as an undoubted 
fact. France is delighted for three rea- 
sons. Reasonably or unreasonably, the 
alliance is accepted as foreshadowing 
the restoration of Alsace-Lorraine, which 
Russia would be glad to assist as a snub 
to Germany. Secondly, the alliance up- 
sets German desiro to bring about a con- 
tinental alliance against Great Britain. 

The popular opinion of London, which 
rejects the alliance as being entirely di- 
rected against Germany, ia well voiced 
by the Saturday Review, which Bays the 
Emperor of Germany haB received a re- 
buff which he will bitterly resent. There 
is no doubt the formal alliance of France 
and Russia makes it iraposBible for him 
to be that arbiter of the destinies of Eu- 
rope which he aspires to become, The 
dual alliance is at least as powerful as 
the triple alliance was formerly. It is 
no longer a dream ; German preponder- 
ence haB vanished, and with it the 
dreams of the abasement of England. 

The Indian troubles have let loose 
letters of acrimonious criticism which 
blames everybody connected with the 
government. Sir Elliss Ashruead-Bart- 
lett, Conservative M.P, and Anglo-Am- 
erican, friend of the Sultan of Turkey, in 
p. virulent letter to the News declares 
#fjat a spirit of fanaticism has been 
aroused which will be most difficult to 
quell, adding "every gallant life now 
lost in the onslaught of the northwest- 
ern fanatics is a victim of the reckless 
villification and the persecution of Tur- 
key, which has been the British policy 
since 1893 and which has ruined the Ar- 
menians, prostrated the Greeks, revolu- 
tionized Crete, lowered British prestige 
and alienated tiieMussulmansof India." 
The Spectator Bays : " What we are 
paying for, and deserve to pay for, iB 
our unwillingness to grasp the Turkish 
nettle boldly. Had it been known that 
we alone dared to coerce the Sultan and 
that he trembled at our word, we 
should' have had no outbreak on the 
frontier." 

In spite of denials, it is of late 
doubted in official circles that the Ameer 
of Afghanistan had a hand in the present 
troubles and that his attitude towards 
Great Britain is unfriendly. It baa been 
known for some months past that the 
Ameer has been ordering enormous 
quantities of arms and ammunition from 
agents in England, and this bo attracted 
notice of late that his orders were not 
executed. 

In the meanwhile no news is permitted 
to leak out of Cubul, |the capital of Af- 
ghanistan. Every man is closely scru- 
tinized and all Buspected letters are 
opened. Sir Walter Pyne, the Ameer's 
right hand man, has been expected in 
England on his annual visit for a week 
past, but no news bus been received re- 
garding his movements, and it is pos- 
sible that he is detained at Cabul by the 
Ameer. 

President Kruger's sensational defi- 
ance of Great Britain was accepted 
coldly by the British as amounting to 
nothing and which the transfer of the 
British protectorate from the foreign 
office to the colonial office is a good 
reply. Mr. Jos. Chamberlain, the sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, having 
absolutely affirmed the suzerainty of 
Great Britain over the Transvaal is 
determined to enforce it in no uncertain 
fashion, though the Saturday Review 
utters a dissenting cry, declaring that 
the convention of 1897 was expressly 
framed to define the independence of 
the Boers. 



BERLIN IS UNEASY. 

While Outwardly Calm the Germans Do Not 
Like the Entente Between France 
and Kussia. 

Beelin, Aug. 28.— The visit of Presi- 
dent Faure to Russia has been very 
calmly commented on in Berlin, though 
there is an undercurrent of uneasiness 
which tends to show that the news- 
papers do not believe what thoy are 
printing on the subject. The opinion is 
expressed, however, that the Czar has 
again made it plain to France that 
Russia cannot be dragged into following 
a policy of " Ravauche," and that the 
conviction becomes all the time more 
widespread and it ia expressed in every 
quarter that France will relinquish the 
idea of revenge upon Germany and the 
reconqueat of Alsace Lorraine, and will 
gradually become more friendly to Ger- 
many. Doubtless, however, the wish in 
this case is father to the thought.

ROSSLAND'S WATER SUPPLY. 

It Will Be Short for Motors if the Drought 
Continues. 

Rossland, Aug. 27. — Supt. FellowB, of 
the Rossland Water and Light Company, 
has filed a letter with the city clerk 
stating that if the present drought con- 
tinues one month the company will be 
compelled, in order to keep a sufficient 
supply of waterfordomeBtic and fire pro- 
tection in the reservoirs, to cut off the 
UBe of water in motors throughout the 
city. He states that if the city will give 
consent to his company acquiring a 
water right, as required by the Water 
Clauses Act, on Rock creek, six mileB 
north of the city, it will at once dam the 
creek and divert the waters by a flume 
into Stoney creek above the present 
dam, and thuB reinforce the supply now 
available for city use. He estimates the 
cost of the work at $5,000, and says his 
company will complete the improve- 
ments in thirtydays if civen permission. 
The water supply would then be ample 
for a city of 10,000 population. 

BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

Members Have Reached Winnipeg on Their 
Way West. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 28.— (Special)— Lord 
Kelvin, Sir John Evans and about 51 
other members of the British Associa- 
tion arrived here this afternoon. They 
were met at the station by members of 
the city council and provincial govern- 
ment and taken for a drive around the 
city. This evening a reception is being 
held at the Manitoba hotel in their 
honor. To-morrow the party will be 
augmented by arrivals from Toronto 
and will proceed to Britisli Columbia 
points. 

CROW'S NEST RAILWAY. 

Track Laying Has Begun From Lethbrldge 
and McLeod. 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 27.— (Special) 
— W. S. Reid, one of the contractors on 
the Crow's Nest railway construction re- 
turned to the city this morning. He 
sayB the work is rapidly progressing, 
grading being well along and track lay- 
ing having been commenced both from 
Lethbridge and McLeod. 



THE GERMAN IVY. 



A Whole Division Nearly Ran 
Aground During 1 the Recent 
Manoeuvres. 



Lack of Skill anil Lack of Equip- 
ments Said to Be the 
Trouble. 



Berlin, Aug. 28. — An unpleasant sur- 
prise has been created by the naval cor- 
respondents of the KreuB Zeitung and 
other Conservative papers, as well as the 
correspondents of the Deutsche Zeitung 
Hundschau, reporting the naval man- 
ceuvres near Dantzic during the past 
fortnight. They describe the evolutions 
of the German warships as having been 
a total failure so far as quickness and 
man<i;uvring ability to resist torpedo 
attacks are concerned. On Tuesday last 
off the port of Ilela one ironclad divis- 
ion narrowly missed running aground 
while manu'uvring to escape torpedo 
boats. The correspondents who were 
themselves naval men and who were on 
board the vessel engaged in the man- 
oeuvres, attribute this lack of skill to 
the want of modern equipments on the 
German ships. The government will 
argue from this out, more cruisers were 
needed for theGerman fleet, and will urge 
the necessity of forming a division of 
cruisers. It is said on high authority 
that HiB Majesty still clings to his inten- 
tion to force the Reichstag to grant 
mucli larger appropriations for naval 
construction, but the centre and the 
liberal factions still stubbornly oppose 
the proposition and the newspapers 
organs of these parties never miss an 
opportunity of repeating their opposi- 
tion to the emperor's project. 



ARCTIC EXPLORERS. 

Jackson-Hnrnisworth Expedition Returning 
Home. 

London, Aug. 28. — The British steamer 
Windward left England on June 10 last 
for Franz Josef Land to bring back from 
the Arctic regions the memberB of the 
Jackson-Harmsworth expedition, who 
spent three winters near Cape Flora and 
erected there an observatory 2,000 feet 
above the sea level. The Windward 
passed Aberdeen this morning on her 
return trip and signalled all well on 
board. Durinc the present summer an 
expedition will make ■ an attempt to 
reach the highest point north of the 
openiner of Queen Victoria sea, the open 
water discovered by Jackson.

It is said here that 
Senator Mclnnes will succeed Lieut.- 
Governor Dewdney.

Record at Reedsvllle. 

Rkedsvili.e, Mass., Aug. 28.— Star 
Pointer, the famous pacing horse, broke 
the world'B record for one mile to-day on 
this track, pacing an exhibition mile in 
1 :59)^. The track was in excellent con- 
dition and Star Pointer made the record 
with hardly an effort. In fact, when he 
started it was not thought he would do 
better than 2:02. When he passed the 
first quarter post in 30 seconds flat, how- 
ever, there was intense excitement. The 
half mile was turned 59^ and the third 
quarter in 1 :29. On the stretch the 
horse seemed to fairly fly and crossed 
the tape in the wonderful time of 1 :o9}4- 
He was paced by a running horse. 

AFRAID OF PIRATES. 

The Portland to Have a Maxim Gun to Pro- 
tect Her Treasure. 

Chicago, Aug. 2S.— A rapid-fire Maxim 
gnn for the protection of the gold of re- 
turning Klondykera was received at 
Chicago to-day, en route for Seattle, 
Wash., where it will be placed in posi- 
tion on the steamer Portland ; fifty 
pounds of ammunition accompanies tha 
gun. It will be placed in position ore 
the vessel where it can beuBed on a pos- 
sible pirating vessel, or sweep the deeHs 
of the Portland in case of mutiny. 

CONGRESS OF CATHOLICS. 

The Fourth International Meeting Held lit 
Switzerland. 

London, Aug, 28.— The international 
congress of Catholic Btudents and schol- 
ars, the fourth of a series organize*! 
in 1888 by Mgr. Halst, of Paris, has 
been in session during the week at Fri- 
burg, Switzerland. Seven hundred dele- 
gates, representing all nations, have 
been present. Among them were some 
notable Anglo- Americans, including Dr. 
Zahn, the Catholic evolutionist of In- 
diana; Mr. Bronnell, president of the 
American collego at Rome. Baron von 
Huertling, of Munich, presided.

Output.

Seattle, Auk. 20 (3 a.m.)— Tho steam- 
er Portland, from St. Michael'-.?, arrived 
inBide the StraitBof Fuca at 12 :30 o'clock 
yeBterday afternoon, and waa met by 
several tuga with newspaper correspond- 
ents, who boarded fcrtv, obtained the 
lateat news from th« Klondyke, and 
started at once for Seattle, arriving here 
at 2 o'clock a.m., some three houraahead 
of the Portland, 

Th« Portland faftd a passenger list cl 
twenty-seven, ineludinc, however, but 
thirteen rainerj 'from the Yukon. She 
brought down 'but a small amount of 
treasure— only some £200,000 worth. 
tKer passenger Hat was extremely light 
•on account o< failure -of the Portna B. 
\Veare, one of the Trjsats of the North 
.American Transportation and Trading 
^Company, to return -on schedule time. 
When the Portland left, the TVeare was 
sixteen days overdue, and itvas the be-

the river.

There will be starvation by the whole- 
sale on the Kflondyke thia winter if a 
very small fraction of those on the way 
succeed in getting in. They are perfect- 
lyaghaat at thenumbera wt»ocn they met 
. at St. Michael's waiting to go up the 
river. They say those going in without 
provisions are facing almost certain 
death. 

The companies are now doing their 
best to get in proviaionB, but so far have 
■ failed to reach Daweon with enough to 
feed thoae already on the ground. Con- 
siderable feeling is however -expressed 
over the fact that the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company, in the early summer sent 
up one steamer towing a barge, the car- 
goes ot both vessels consisting of whis- 
key. Food, not whiskey, is what they 
-need. 

These tnen are in deadly earnest in 
their talk. They absolutely refuse to 
•tell what-amount of gold they have with 
them Baying that they cannot do any- 
thing to encourage an insaneruah which 
must necessarily result in the creation of 
a horrible condition of ufhura before the 
spirng opena. They point to the fact 
that Biich supplies as are now in must 
last until the middle of June, because 
the harbor at St. Michaels is never free 
from ice until after the 1st of June so 
that no -steamers can pasa-up the river 
until that time. One half of the men 
coming out Bay that they are doing so 
solely because of the anticipated short- 
age of provisions and are losing the op- 
portunity to make thousands of dollars 
the coming winter because- they dare not 
Btay in the country even though they 
-each have thousands of dollars worth of 
gold. 

There were five thousand people on 
the river before the last rush began as 
compared with fifteen hundred a year 
ago. Yet the supplies wore almost ex- 
hausted last winter before the river 
•opened. This season one boat, the Vic- 
tor, was wrecked, and the Weare, also, 
is probably disabled. This leaves the 
ileet, even with its recent additions, of 
hut slightly greater tonnage than a year 
ago. The consequences are apparent. 
The returning miuers say that there 
-vv ill be a rush out on the laat boats down 
as soon as the army of newcomers com 
mencee to appear. Sensible men, who 
have been long enough in the country, 
will make haste to get out, notwith- 
standing that they may by so doing lose 
a season's work on their claims. They 
constantly reiterate that no advantage 
can be gained by going in now, that the 
spring is the only time to start, and that 
even then no man should attempt the 
trip without having a full year's supply 
of provisions with him. 

At the various creeks on the Klondyke 
everything is in readiness for the win- 
ter's work of getting out the dust and 
the summer's work of sluicing. Sluice 
boxes are built, cabins erected and wood 
laid in Serious forest fires have des- 
troyed moBt of the standing timber on 
the Klondyke and it will be difficult to 
get a suflicient supply for the winter. 
Every foot of mining ground on all 
the known tributaries has been located 
and claims have also been taken up the 
hills to a considerable distance back. 
Somo of these hill claims have been 
worked profitably during the Bummer 
but all of the dirt has to be carried to 
the creeks and washed out in cradles. 
Even under these adverse circuit stances 
as high as $50 a day to the man has been 
made on gome of the hill claims and good 
wages have been made on all which are 
systematically worked. 

The summer has witnessed a number 



rich discoveries have been made. The 
much talked about '' Too Much Gold,"

He went in late, but secured a 
claim on Hunker creek, and afterwards 
secured a half-interest in No. 17, above 
Discovery, ou BonanEa, The Bonanza 
cleaned up $2,G00in just one month, and 
Cobb sold hie interest in the claim lor 
$12,000. This he reinvested before he 
came out. His Hunker creek claim is a 
very valuable piece of ground, Cobb 
goes back in the spring, taking in with 
him a full year's supply ot provisions.

Sin- 
gularly enough they are sold by weight, 
the ruling price being $1 a pound for all 
under 76 pounds in weight, and $1.50 a 
pound for all weighing over 75 pounds.

One of the min- 
ers coming out ventures the prediction 
that when spring opens, there will not 
be a single dog left in Dawson and that 
they will bring higher prices dead than 
thev do now alive.

Within the next month or b'ix 
weeks the old boats will be back and 
times doubtless be livelier than ever be- 
fore. The San Mateo may be looked for 
at any time after the first of next month. 
And with the completion of the bunkers 
there will be no waiting for the steamers.

KASLO. 

The price of silver doesn't "cut much 
ice" with the shipping mines of the 
Slocan, since they seem to be going in to 
break all previous records in the matter 
of ore shipments. On Sunday, August 
22, the steameiiip Alberta, International 
Xavigation & Trading Co., cleared from 
this port with SSil tons of ore. It com- 
prised twenty consignments ranging 
from 30,000 to" 100,000 pounds each. The 
customs valuation of this one shipment 
was $39,502, or an average of about !f6S 
per ton. This big shipment was made 
up of ore from fifteen different mines.— 
Kootenaian. 

CANYON CREEK. 

A strike of remarkably rich ore is re- 
ported from Canyon creek, a tributary 
to Crawford. Some of tho ore was ex- 
hibited at Pilot Bay the other day. It 
is a galena ore, full of copper sulphides, 
heavily stained. Assays of samples said 
to be an average of the 10-inch pay 
streak gave the following astonishing re- 
sults : Silver 410 ounces, copper ll, 1 .., per 
cent., lead HO per cent., gold $1.10. The 
lead is 22 inches wide and has been 
traced about 1,'JOO feet across the claims. 
The foundation is slate both Bides. D. 
Todd, Mike Johnson, G. C. Sprague, L. 
L. Workman and Rand McDonald are 
the owners of the group, which was 
located June IS, and is known as the 
Silver Hill. — Kootenaian. 

ROSSLAND. 

The Hon. Col. Baker, minister of 
mines and education for the province, 
went north yesterday, after having spent 
j a short time in ltosaland investigating 
j the needs of the city's schools. Colonel 
| Baker w;ib very favorably impressed with 
Rossland, and decided that tho Bchools 
needed considerable enlargement. After 
consulting C. O. Lalonde, chairman ot 
the local school board, Colonel Baker 
announced that he would at ouce en- 
deavor to secure from Mr. Corbin the 
gift of twenty lots in block !>5, first rail- 
way addition, situated in the northeast 
part of the city. Jf Mr. Corbin will give 
this land to tho city the government 
will at once proceed* to build a large 
six- room school house upon the prop- 
erty, which will be completed within 
sixty davB from the time the province 
receives a deed to the land in question. 
Colonel Baker also looked over the build- 
ing and grounds of the present school 
house, situated in tho south part of 
town. He was fully impressed with the 
necessity for improvements here, and 
requested Mr. Lalonde to find out at 
what prices several lots adjoining the 
school yard could be purchased. If ad 
ditional ground be secured, as it doubt- 
lees can, the present school building 
will he increased in size from two to 
four rooms. This addition, with tiie 
six-room building to be erected in the 
upper part of town, will give the city 
8ehool accommodation comprising ten 
rooms. Pending tho completion of th 
contemplated improvements, the local 
school board was authorized to open 
another primary school on baseball flat, 
and for this purposea sixth assistant will 
be employed.— Rossland Miner.

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Good Roads Wanted by All But 
OpiuLous Vary as to Pre- 
sent Scheme. 



Appeals for and Against the By-Law 
to Be Yotcd ou To- 
Moitow. 



To hie Editoii :— " We want good 
loada." So eay the bicyclistB, and eo 

• say all of ub. We are all full of wants, 
and although we coufeea to being lovers 

• of evil and miserable sinners on Sunday, 
for the rest of the week wo want every- 
thing good. Good times, good trade, 
Rood rents, good profits. For all the 
good things of this world we pray. Un- 
fortunately, at present, and for some 
yeara past, we have had to make a 
virtue of necessity and get along bb best 

-wo could without any ol theso good 
things. 

Ab good citizens besides good roads, 
we want good water, good Bewerngo, 
.good light, good bridges, good govern- 
ment ; things we are taxed enormously 
for and don't get. When people come 
to yeara uf discretion it dinviiH upon them 
that as they cannot have everything 
they want, the relative values of differ- 
ent things have to he considered. Those 
that are indispensable they liratendeavor 
to obtain, and those which although de- 
sirable they cannot afford they decide to 
go without for the time being. 
The philosopher who taught those in 
pursuit of happiness and sweet content 
to " moderate their desires," was ex- 
tolled for his wisdom, but that was a 
longtime ago. He would scarcely make 
a favorable impression upon our mayor 
and aldermen who want more money for 
everything, and when they get it enjoy 
fooling it away. If I may venture to give 
good advice to our city fathers without 
od'eudiug them, 1 respectfully suggest 
that those things which are most needed 
be first attended to. "Let everything 
be done decently and in order. '' The 
health of citizens should be their first 
care. To eecure this good water and 
good sanitary arrangements are required. 
Iu the attempt to provide good water 
the city has borrowed about half a mil- 
lion dollars and for sewers and drains 
over $550,000. More than half Vic- 
toria's debt has been incurred 
for these important objects. After 
this expenditure of over a million 
dollar a taxpayer naturally asks : Have 
we good water? are the sanitary con- 
ditions favorably? Everybody living 
here knows that the water is unfit to 
drink, and that the sewering of the city 
is a sham. Mayor Redfern was elected 
in the hope that he would porfect these 
things which were left in a discreditable 
mess by the previous council. The 
mayor and aldermen have been in office 
eight months out of the twelve for which 
they were elected, and failure brands 
their management of the water 
works and sewers. The water works 
are iu a deplorable condition, 
the water is bad, the now filter beds are 
leaking, the contractors have a law suit 
pending against the city, the last $150,- 

000 water works loan has been frittered 
away, and the mayor and aldermen are 
now in a muddled, bewildered state of 
belplossnese. They cannot tell us— for 
they do not know — when the city will be 
provided with pure water, or whether 
another large loan may not soon be re- 
quired for water works purposes. 

Take, again, the expenditure on 
sewers and drains, although over half a 
million dollars have been borrowed and 
spent, only a fraction of the city haa 
been sewered, and where sewers have 
been constructed there are over two 
hundred connections which have not 
been made, owing to the neglect of the 
municipal council to enforce the city by- 
law. To borrow and expend $100,000 aa 
proposed by the mayor on fixing 
up the roads before the sewer 
connections are made and the sys- 
tem completed, is the height of folly. 
In Great Britain and all over the world 
where municipal bodies are composed of 
men of intelligence the system adopted 
is to put in the water gas and sewer 
pipes and then make permanent road- 
wave. Why Bhould not the Bamo com- 
mon sense course bo adopted here? In 
Victoria the roadway is constantly 
broken up to put down pipes and rarely 
is it properly repaired. 

The mayor is in favor of borrowing 
.$100,000 for roads this year, because a 
loan for a similar amount will be paid 
oil' next year. There is a Xero like levity 
abcut the mayor when he talks of bor- 
rowing money. The embarrassed con- 
dition oi property owners receives no 
consideration whatever. If there is one 
class of citizens which discovers it more 
than any other it is that which has in- 
vested its money in building up this city, 

1 remind him that since the depression 
commenced the rate of taxation haa in- 
creased one-lifth, that property is assess- 
ed for more than double what it can be 
sold for, that rents are down to about 
one-half of what they were live years ago 
and that a great many stores and houses 
are unoccupied. Many bicyclists who 
are agitating for a loan of $100,000 for 
cinder paths and road purposes are in 
happy ignorance of the crushing burden 
of taxation. On Government Btreet the 
annual real estate tax is over six hun- 
dred dollars a lot, and there are Btoree 
unrented upon which the unfortunate 
owners bavo to pay taxes from $100 to 
$150 each. It is a fact that hundreds of 
property owners are reduced to a condi- 
tion of poverty by the hard times, aggra- 
vated by excessive municipal taxation, 
Many of them have had to abandon 
their property to the mortgagees, 
and thoEe who still hold on have 
difficulty in providing their families 
with tho necessaries of life much less 
buy $100 bicycleB. I can point out in- 
stances In this city where people have 
invested in buildings sums varying 
from $10,000 to $50,000 who pay taxes 
from $300 to $800 a year and who do not 
receive enough out of tlioir property to 
pay for 5 cent Salvation Army meala. 
The city burden of taxation should be 
diminished. When property owners 
Etato their condition to the mayor 
and aldermen and ask for re- 
liof they aro informed it is im- 
possible to grant it because the 
city is so heavily in debt, and that over 
$100,000 a year haa to be raised to pay 
interest. Under present conditions, to 
borrow more money is a crime, and 

. meanB condscation. Taxpayers should 



remember the waterworks muddle has 
to be paid for, the contractors settled 
with, sewer connections made, Butl'erers 
from the bridge diaaster relieved, that 
within two years tho -Dominion requires 
the erection of a costly suspension bridge 
acrOSS the Arm_ ; and that a new James 
Bay bridge will eoon be necessary. If 
they remember all these obligations 
which must be met, and which necessi- 
tates increased taxation, they will vote 
as one man against borrowing $100,000 
now for road purposes for the benefit 
of oicytliata. A Citizen. 

To the Editor:— Setting aBide the 
sarcasm of your correspondent "Maria" 
under which there lies a strong stratum 
of truth — and placing the question of 
music on the lower plane of utility, and 
economy — apart from its religious 
bearing— it may very properly be 
asked who petitioned for the band? 
I believe not one of our citizens 
who pays towardB its coat did so, and 
that the wisdom and smartness ol the 
performance rests on Alderman Hall, 
say without hesitation that every rate- 
payer in town- would much rather see 
one hundred feet of goott street or side 
walk made, than have the band play on 
Sunday or any other day for money. 
The band wilt not bring immigration, 
trade, or prosperity, and is a mockery 
and a delusion, when the condition of 
our BtreetB is looked at. Diverting money 
to luxury at the present time is a most 
grave folly, begotten of an absence of 
common sense. Citizkn'. 

To Tin: Editoi; :— In regard to thuluaa> 
by-law to be voted on to-morrow, I have 
heard some owners of vehicles speaking 
against the pas-jaj.6 of same, but for the 
life of me cannot see upon what grounds 
they base said objections. In the first 
place, if every owner of a "rig" — be it 
express wagon, dray or carriage — 
could count up the expense en- 
tailed through damage to vehicle 
or horeeshoes, etc., caused directly 
through the miserable condition of most 
of the roads in the city, I think that he 
or she would find out by tho end of the 
year a very considerable amount had 
been paid blacksmith, wagon builder or 
farrier which might have been avoided 
had " things been different." Then 
again, seeing that the passing of the 
loan by-law entails no additional taxa- 
tion, they ought to jump at this only 
chance. I would in conclusion say that 
those citizens who have been using their 
time and money in advocating good roads 
for Victoria are deserving through their 
public spirit of tho best thanks of all 
progressive citizens. They certainly are 
not enemies of our fair city, while every 
one who votes in the negative deals a 
blow— wittingly or not— to ita progress.

TEE STREET LOAN. 

Our advertisers have given very tan 
gible proof of their earnestness in the 
matter of good roads. We do not sup 
poae there ever was an occasion in the 
hiBtory of Victoria w hen so many busi- 
ness houses surrendered the use of their 
advertising space to a public question 
They pay for the Bpace just the same as 
if they occupied it with their customary 
announcements. It is not easy to think 
of any better evidence of the strength 
■with which the movement for the bet- 
terment of our streets has taken hold of 
the people. We do not pretend to be 
able to forecast the result of to-morrow's 
voting. Elections are prolific in sur 
prises, and all the enthusiasm of the ad- 
vocates of good roads may not prevail 
against the inert force of those who, 
from one reason or another, are not in 
favor of the proposed loan. 

We have not observed during the lim- 
ited discussion of this question any con- 
tention that the taxe3, now paid on 
the loans soon to mature, should not be 
levied after the loans are paid. It is in- 
deed claimed that this money can be 
nsed in Btreet improvement and will 
lender a loan unnecessary. Therefore 
the argument that to vote against the 
by-law is a vote for reduced taxation 
has no force, for no one proposes to 
jeduce the taxation in any event. The 
claim made is that if we spend this 
interest in fixing up our roads, we 
will in the course of several years have 
done all that it is proposed to do now 
and will have no $100,000 debt to pay. 
We think it may be fairly said in reply 
to thiB that an expenditure in street im- 
provement, extended over a period of 
years, would simply mean that we would 
Lave highly unsatisfactory streets dur- 
ing the years in which the improvement 
was going on, and that when $100,000 
Lad been spent in this way, under the 
superintendence of a dozen city councils 
and street committees, we would be 
no better off than we are now. Every- 
one, who has had opportunities for ex- 
amining the progress of road work, will 
Lear us out when we say that it is vaBtly 
more satisfactory, and in the end cheaper, 
to adopt a definite system of improve- 
ment and do it all at once, than to do 
the work by piecemeal and on no par- 
ticular system. We greatly fear that a 
very large part of what the opponents of 
the by-law are willing to have expended 
every year would be frittered away. 

If by the proposed by-law it was in- 
tended to increase taxation there would 
bo something in tho argument that the 
property owners are now paying all they 
can stand. It would be necessary in 
that caso for the advocates of the pro- 
posed loan to show, if they could, that 
the enhanced prosperity of the city or 
other benefits resulting from the expen 
diture would counter-balance the new 
charge upon the property of the taxpay- 
ers, but as this is not proposed, as it 
will not be necessary to impose ono dol- 
lar of additional taxation to meet this 
loan, it is not worth while discussing 
this aspect of the case. Wo believe that 
better streetB mean much for Victoria. 
It is conceded on all sides that we may 
expect, aB one result of the great mining 
development in progress in the Pacific 
Northwest, that Victoria will become a 
residential city of great popularity. 
Many Bay that this ia tho sheet anchor 
of our prosperity. Certainly we have 
many of the elements here for a rich a nd 
populous city of homes. During the next 
year or two it ia probable that thousands 
of people will make homes somewhere on 
this part of the Coast. Those who make 
money in Kootenay will seek the milder 
climate and more varied attractions of 
life near the ocean. The men who put 
their money into Cariboo, OmiDfica.Caa- 1 



siar and the Yukon are not going to take 
their families to live there. Many of 
those who go into these regions and 
make enough to live comfortably upon 
will want homes by the sea. It seems 
important, therefore, as a more business 
investment that we should get our prin- 
cipal thoroughfares in good condition 
just as soon as we can, eo that our city 
will be as attractive as possible to this 
class of people. If they come they will 
want to buy real estate. Owners of city 
property ought to endeavor to have the 
streets made presentable upon the same 
principle as that upon which the care- 
ful landlord keeps his unoccu- 
pied premises in good repair. 
We believe it would pay the property 
owners to go to the expense of 
the proposed improvements, even if they 
would call for new taxation, but as no 
new taxation is proposed there ia no 
"necessity for preBfring thiB argument any 
better. 

Victoria will be visited in the course 
of the next year or two by thousands of 
people with money to invest. Thoy will 
be considerably influenced in their im- 
pressions by the condition of our streets. 
It hurts this city for itB people to have 
to apologize for ita streets. If we had 
better streets there would be nothing to 
apologize for. It should not be forgotten 
that our neighbors, Tacorna, Seattle and 
Vancouver, have spent thousands of dol- 
lars in street improvement, and that 
comparisons place Victoria at a disad- 
vantage. The Colonist has endeavored 
to arrive at the best poseible conclusion 
in this matter, and after regarding it 
from every side has reached a decision 
to recommend the adoption of the by- 
law. No extra taxation ia involved; we 
will have good permanent aidewalka in 
the business parts of the city; tho main 
thoroughfares of travel will be put in ex- 
cellent condition; the ordinary Btreet 
fund will become available for greatly 
needed improvements on other streets, 
and the way will be left clear for per- 
manent pavement in the buainesscentre 



THE ORIGIN OF FORCE. 

And the earth was without form and 
void and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep. And the spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters. And God 
said: Let there be light; and there waa 
light. 

Thia ia from the Book of Genesis. 

The heavens were unnamed and the 
earth had neither name nor place. 
There waa only the first-born ocean, the 
chaotic Bea, the bearing mother of all 
that is. Then waa the great serpent of 
chaoa and darkness slain and these 
three great godB came forth to govern 
it. 

Thia is from Nineveh tablets recently 
deciphered. 

" The deep " and " the waters " in the 
quotation from Genesis doubtless mean 
the samo thing. They do not mean 
what we ubo those words to express, but 
are simply names for the formless prim- 
eval void, which the writer of Nineveh 
describes as the first-born ocean.thecha- 
otic sea.and what modern scientists pos- 
tulate as antecedent to nebuke, which are 
supposed to he stellar Bystems in a very 
early stage of development. 

The teleaxope of the astronomer 
pierces the sky and finds vast luminous 
masses. All that ia known of them is 
that they are matter in motion and are 
light-giving. They are auppoaed to be 
forming themselves according to a fixed 
law. By and bye a central sun will be 
formed, with its circling attendant 
worlds. Then life will find a foothold 
on these new-made worlds, and after a 
time some very wise people living on 
them will write books to prove that the 
poetical story preserved of their birth 
from Mother Chaoa in obedience to the 
command of God ia only a superstition, 
unworthy of so ripe an age. II we were 
to apply the language of the Nineveh 
tablets to these nebula:, we would say 
that the great serpent of chaos and 
darkness had been slain; if we chose 
tho loftier conception of the Hebrew 
poet, we would say that the spirit of 
God ia moving in thia vast and formless 
aggregation of particles. So we seo what 
science teaches, what heathen poets 
wrote and what tho Church says ia in- 
spired truth agree in all essential par- 
ticulars upon the origin of an organized 
universe. 

Note this sequence: ChaoB, motion, 
light. Light is tho prerequisite of life, 
or rather that of which light ia the moat 
conspicuous phase, or in other wordB, 
the power, whatever it may be, that ia 
Btored in the buu and of which light is 
apparently tho most beneficent aspect, 
is absolutely essential to life. Chaos 
waa dark. The writer ol" Genesia 
does not say so, but the conclusion fol- 
lows from what he doeB say. The Nine- 
veh poet treatB night and chaoB as one. 
The difference between darkness and 
chaos and the life of an organized evolv- 
ing universe is duo to motion. Science 
Bays this just aa Genesis does. Is 
there any wonder, then, that the 
awe-struck Hebrew poet spoke of this 
primeval motion, this impulse, which 
out of formless darkness evolved the life- 
giving sun, the verdure-clad earth and 
the marvellous abyBBof the starry firma- 
ment as tho Spirit of God? With twenty- 
five centuries of experience and learning 
to aid us, can we think of a better 
phrase? 

It is a scientific truth that everything 
we see and do is the direct consequence 
of what ia described above aa the Spirit 
of God moving. Except so far aa the 



existence of the intelligent mind and 
what we call the aoul are concerned, it 
ia not^eceasary to Buppose that the uni- 
veree'received any other impulse than 
that first one, which was made manifest 
in light. Aa the movement of a watch 
is due to the winding of tb.e Bpring, so 
creation as it presents itself to us ia due 
to this original force imparted to it. Tho 
Fire-worshippers, who aee in a flame 
only an emblem of the all-auBtaining 
Bun, have more than euperatition to war- 
runt their form of worship. The worship 
of fire — that ia, the worship of Baal- 
differs from that of Jehovah in the 
fact that the latter looks behind light, 
and behind the motion which created 
light, to the source of the motion. ThiB 
is the fundamental difference. One re- 
sult of this difference is that the worship 
of Baal, as it took no account of a per- 
sonal creator and hence could not con- 
ceive of any personal obligation to right 
living, led to gross sensuality and wan- 
ton cruelty; while tho worship of Jeho- 
vah, inferring from the existence 
of a personal creator the personal 
accountability of man, necessarily 
drew sharp distinctions between sin 
and righteousness and erected a great 
fabric of ethics. Stated in other words, 
the former waB material, the latter ia spir- 
itual ; the former accepted creation as it 
is; the latter regards the visible univeree 
only aa an island in the midst of a fath- 
omless and eternal ocean of the unseen 
and spiritual. 

A fair deduction from such discov- 
eries, as are occasionally reported from 
Nineveh and elsewhere, and show that 
many ancient races preserved accounts 
of the creation which are substantially 
identical and yet are sufficiently diverse 
to preclude the supposition that one iB 
copied from the other, ia that, at a still 
more remote period than the times when 
these fragmentary documents were writ- 
ten, science had made greater progress 
in investigating the secrets of nature 
than has since been made, and had 
reached a very high conception of the 
nature and origin of things, and that 
through some great catastrophe the 
world waa thrown backward into barbar 
ism, through which only a memory of 
this great knowledge waa retained. A 
Hindu writer, centuries ago, aaid in aub- 
stance that all knowledge that we acquire 
is only a recollection of what the race 
once knew, and what is called inspiration 
is only a glimmer of trutliB seen through 
centuries of oblivion. 

The end of August will doubtless Bee 
the end of the Klondyke rush. Indeed 
it ia pretty well over now. Some parties 
will yet go in, and there ia no doubt 
that if those who intend going by way of 
the Stickeen can get up that river in 
September, they will bo as far ahead in 
the spring as the great majority of thoso 
who started a month ago. There would 
be no difficulty in going up the Stickeen 
in September in a light draught boat. 
Tliie route seeniB destined to be exceed- 
ingly popular next spring, but people 
should remember that the journey ia 
long and tedious by any route. 

There is no valid reason why public 
men should not engage in any private 
business except that of contracting with 
the government of which they are mem- 
bers. The remuneration paid to minis- 
ters of the crown ia not large, and if 
office-holding neceasitated that a man 
should give up his private interests, 
only those who were unable to acquire 
any private interests worth keeping 
would accept office. 

Just as tho world had made up ita 
mind that there is nothing but ice at the 
North Pole, the Jackson-HarmBworth 
expedition comes back with a report of 
an open sea at tho furthest point north 
reached by it. Truly, whatever may be 
the secret of tho Pole, the Ice King 
guards it well. 

The weather having been very warm 
in London one day last week, the Lord 
Chief JuBtice of England held court 
without his wig. Rigid inspection has 
failed to disclose that the pillars of the 
constitution have been seriously weak- 
ened bv this incident.

To the Enrron : — As Mr. T. C, Sorby 
has published several letters condemna- 
tory of the proposed loan by-law and tho 
linancial policy therein contained, I will 
ask you to allow me space in yonr col- 
umns to reply to liis remarks. 

I think a careful perusal of my com- 
munication in your isBue of Sunday last 
will convince any thoughtful person that 
the scheme proposed to be carried out is 
not one in opposition to paved streets, 
but rather a step in that direction, aa it 
provides for permanent sidewalks, gut- 
ters and Burfaco drains in the business 
part of the city, which latter must be 
done before any pavement -can be put 
down, while the sidewalks and gutters 
will form part of the syBtem of Btreet 
paving. With regard to the roadway, 
the cost of paving that is so great that it 
would not be fair to do it 
by means of funds contribu- 
ted by the wholo city, but 
must be done under tho local improve- 
ment plan, and it iB to be hoped that in 
the course of a year or two with im- 
proving business, property will bring 
moro revenue to its owners, and they 
will be willing to pay the amount necea- 
Bary to have the roads paved, and in the 
meantime I maintain that it would be 
better to spend four or five thousand 
dollars in repairing those streets that 
are badly in need of it, than to allow 
them to remain in their present de- 
plorable condition till they can be paved. 

As an instance of the benefits resulting 
from good roads, I may Btate that a 
prominent merchant of thia city told me 
a day or so ago that since the road to 
the outer wharf was completed it saved 
him at leaBt $1.60 per day, as his teamB 
could haul heavier loads in less time 
than waa formerly occupied in 
hauling lighter ones; that would 
mean a saving of over 4-100 per annum 
for onn firm alone through our roadB be- 
ing put in good condition. Mr. Sorby 
says "tho mayor speaks of the matter 
financially but hardly bb a financier," 
I am not aware that I have at anv time 
claimed to ho a financier, but I must 
say that when money has to be borrowed 
for any public work it cannot be obtained 
without paying interest for it, and ulti- 
mately repaying the principal, and if the 
city can borrow money at 4}£ per cent, 
and obtain -1 per cent, compound inter- 
est on the annual amount invested for 
ainking fund, I do not think it is such a 
bad transaction financially. 

Mr. Sorby, while com orienting on finan- 
cing, published three or four letters, and 
in each one he giveB a different amount 
aa the cost of the loan. In one letter he 
said it would cost .$1-1,000 per annum ; 
in another he Bays, " This principle of fi- 
nancing involves, in many cases, a groBB 
expenditure of more than double the 
amount voted for tho specific work " 
evidently wishing the inference to be 
drawn that in borrowing the sum of 
.$100,000 the city would have to pay 
more than ^'200,000 for it before the loan 
iB extinguished, while the by-law shows 
the exact cost of the loan to be $7,800 for 
twenty years, or $167,200. Again in hie 
letter of Friday ho saya " $90,000 has to 
be collected and paid away out of the 
city for the use of $100,000 expended, 
and the $100,000 has also to be paid off 
at the expiration of the term. The 
treasurer's books will therefore show an 
expenditure of $190,000 leas such a Bum 
as he may arrange with the bank aB 
interest upon the gradually increasing 
Binking fund," He forgets to state that 
the interest on thesinking fund amounts 
to the sum of $32,800, which deducted 
from $100,000 leaves $157,200 as tho 
actual cost, and while admitting 
that fact he says : " Thia warrants my 
statement that for $100,000 of work by 
this system $100,000 will havo to be 
paid."

The Annual Regatta Held Yesterday 
Pulled Off With Great 
Eeiat. 



Good Races and Mua Weather Make 
a Pleasant Time 
Generally. 



Yesterday was the oarsmen's day. A 
beautiful afternoon meteorologically, and 
the presence of a goodly number of the 
lair sex, all awaiting bat the opportunity 
to reward the victors with smilea and 
approbation, contributed the finishing 
touches to the undoubted success of the 
James Bay Association regatta. 

And the arrangements were excellent. 
A quarter past two may be a little early 
for some, but sufficient allowance had 
been made in the schedule to permit of 
a little leeway being caught up, and 
after the first race the events were pulled 
otT promptly 

Unimportant as punctuality may seem 
to those who think a few minutes here 
or there matters little, it is our feature 
which adds considerably to the success 
of such a function ns that of yesterday. 

Of tho races, although no records were 
at any time in danger of being broken, 
nothing but praise can be uttered, for 
the winners in every event were the 
best who competed. If one suggestion 
might be made it would be that the ad- 
dition of ono or two mirth-provoking 
events would have added variety to the 
programme, and furnished entertain- 
ment to those who dearly love a laugh. 
Of such nature for instance are tub 
races, canoe tilting contests and many 
others which the ingenuity of the tneni- 
bors of the aesociation will suggest, 

In the first heat of the Club Fours 
over the mile and a half course with 
turn, the crew Btroked by Widdowson by 
pretty and even rowing had an easy 
thing after rounding the buoy ; their op- 
ponents losing considerable time in mak- 
ing the turn. But in the Becond boat, 
which H. Jesse's crow captured in an 
absurdly easy manner ultimately, there 
was as interesting a piece of rowing for 
the first half of the home stretch ns one 
could wish to see. Unfortunate- 
ly, C. Geiger, the bow oar 
in the opposing boat, [could 
not stand the pace, and what at on9 
time promised to be a close finish proved 
an easy win for the victors. In the linal 
heat, In consequence of the unfortunato 
crossing of tho course by au aggressive 
little Bteam tug, and the d under-head- 
ed, idiotic and exasperating blundering 
of three Swashes in a canoe, "no race " 
was called and the heat had to be rowed 
over. And on the second attempt the 
best crew won, VViddowson's crew being 
110 match for their opponents, whose dis- 
play of rowing was undoubtedly a marked 
feature of the regatta. 

The open Peterboro tandem race 
brought out three entries and although 
undoubtedly Messrs. Gore and Patton 
proved themselves far and away the 
Heat tandem pair, a meed of praise 
should certainly be awarded the 
brothers Pendray, who paddled pluck- 
Ily and well. Messrs. W. Scott and D. 
O'Sullivan who made a bad (very bad) 
third, had the misfortune to ship more 
water than was convenient or comfort- 
able, for which they aro to be censured 
or condoled with, according to taste. 
The course, which , was stated to 
be half-a-mile with turn, was certainly 
longer, in fact a little too long for a 
canoe race in the opinion of many. But 
it was a good race, and again the best 
crew won. 

In the veterans' dingy race, another 
open event, three competitors faced the 
starter, and for the greater part of the 
distance the result was in doubt, but C. 
L. Wark's vigorous rowing told a tale, 
and although Sparrow hugged the stern 
of his rival's boat with praiseworthy per- 
sistency, the superior work of the.'ormer 
veteran proved invincible, 

A.nd then came the event of the day. 
The senior singles, for the Helmcben 
cup, in which W. I. Scott and D. O'Sul- 
livan had entered, was beyond question 
t lie iuost interesting event and each man 
had many backers who regarded it as a 
"dead sure snap " for their particular 
fancy. If anything, O'Sullivan was 
looked upon as the more likoly win- 
ner, but Scott rowed splendidly, and 
with a 32 to the minute Btrolte, 
well maintained throughout the 
entire distance, a neatly exe- 
cuted turn around the buoy and 
faultless steering, he came in au easy 
winner by at least four lengths. The 
cheering which rewarded the winner for 
Ji is victory was well deserved and proved 
the win to be a popular one, as indeed it 
Ehould be, for 110 fault could be found in 
Mr. Scott's rowing from start to finish. 

C. Geiger and W. B, Christopher, the 
competitors in the junior sculls for the 
Mallan laino cup, deserve apecial men- 
tion, They both rowed well, although 
at the tirat attempt an unavoidable foul 
necessitated a fresh start. Geiger, who 
was apparently " done up" at the finish 
of his beat in the club fours, had got 
his second wind by the time tho gun fired 
fox the junior sculla event, and 
made the puce from the start 
Both boats rounded the turn, however, 
almost simultaneously, and then began 
a ding-dong struggle in which Christo- 
pher hung on gallantly tohie older rival. 
From the launch, which followed up the 
race, it was an interesting and exciting 
contest, but ultimately Geiger, forging 
ahead bit by bit, lot the daylight in be- 
tween his own and the competing boat, 
crossing the line a winner by about n 
length. 

Three double scull dingies, " with 
youth at the prow and beauty at the 
helm," lined up for tho final event over 
a quarter mile course from Laurel Point 
to tho boathouee, the three lady cox- 
swains being the Misses A., E. a'nd M. 
O'Sullivan. Comparisons between the 
steering abilities of the respective and 
equally charming "helmsmen" would 
be difficult, for whore all is excellent 
who will dare to criticise? Suflico it to 
aay that Messra. Scott and O'Sullivan

Tho Victoria Junior Association League 
was organized at a meeting held in the 
Y. M. C. A. roomB last night. Repre- 
sentatives from tho different schools and 
from No, 2 Company Boys Brigade 
attonded. A junior player was defined 
as one, being under the age of 17 years, 
who has never played in any intermedi- 
ate or senior competition. 

The following cflioers were elected: 
President, L. Tait, principal Victoria 
West; vice-president, D. Dalles, North 
Ward; and secretary-treasurer, W. Lori- 
mer, No. 2 Company Boys Brigade. 
The committee will bo made up of dele- 
gates from the clubs entering, each club 
nominating one member. Entries will 
be open to Saturday the 11th Septem- 
ber, when a meeting will be held to 
arrange the schedule of games. Each 
club entering must send in its dis- 
tinguishing color. Entrance feo $2.50. 

It ia expected that a team from each 
school will enter as well aa two or more 
outside schools.

General Roberts, who has just retired 
from the U.S. consulate at Victoria, was 
one of the distinguished officers on the 
Confederate Bide during the war between 
the North and South. The following 
account of tho fighting about Petersburg 
was written by Theodore S. Garnett, 
A.A.G. in the cavalry brigade command- 
ed by General Roberis. It is repub- 
lished at the request of officers of the 
Fifth Regiment: 

The Army of Northern Virginia, after 
taking position around Petersburg, waa 
stripped of all its cavalry except the di- 
vision commanded by Major General W. 
II. F. Lee. 

General Hampton, with Butler and 
Young, was sent south in December, 
1801, Gen. Fitz Lee, with Roseer, Wick- 
ham, Lomax and others having been sent 
to the Valley the previous fall. The 
operations about to bo described are 
such only as came under the limited 
observation of a Btaff officer of Major 
General W. H. F. Lee's division and 
relate chiefly to tho part taken by 
Roberts' brigade of that division. 

The Fourth North Carolina Cavalry, 
the Sixteenth Battalion North Carolina 
Cavalry and a small detachment of 
Georgians formed the command of Gen- 
eral James Deal ing, who had been pro- 
moted from the artillery service, where 
he had won an enviable reputation 
The brigade's first service was rendered 
during tho spring of 1801. when Peters- 
burg was threatened by Butler's troops, 
though the Fourth Regiment had served" 
through the previous year in nearly all 
the encounters of Stuart, with " the 
enemy in Northern Virginia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. The regiment came 
to Virginia under the command of Colonel 
Ferebee. The Sixteenth Battalion was 
commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Boyd 
Evelin. 

During the long sipge of Petersburg 
and until P'ebmary, 1805, General Dear- 
ing commanded the Brigade, but in 
that month he was ordered to tho com- 
mand of Rosser's Brigade in the 
Valley, and William P. Roberts, Colonel 
of the Second North Carolina Cavalcy, 
was promoted to the rank of brigadier- 
general and assigned to the command 
which Dearing had jiiBt vacated. 

Upon assuming this command, Gen- 
eral Roberts had some difficulty in re- 
cognizing the stall and he found the 
troops in want of nearly everything. 
But by deligent work and 
active energy he soon placed 
his brigade in excellent condition. It 
was on the march from Bellfield, Va., to 
Stony Creek that he took charge of tho 
brigade and in less than a week aBudden 
aummons carried W. H. F. Lee'a division 
by a rapid march to Dmwiddie court 
house to meeta threatened advanceofthe 
enemy's cavalry. The alarm proving 
false, the other brigades of the division 
were marched back to Stoney Creek, 
leaving Roberts' brigade to picket the 
right flank of the enemy from the vicin 
ity of Burgefs' Mill to the Vaughn road. 

THE IIKIGADE IN CAMP. 

Brigade headquarters were established 
on the White Oak road at its intersection 
with a new military road which ran 
to Dinwiddie court house, distant about 
five miles. Here the brigade remained 
in comparative quiet and comfort 
during the month of March, 1895, 
save an occasional alarm on tho picket 
line, when we would hurry down to the 
support of the equadron reserve, ex- 
change a few shots with the enemy, who 
would politely retire and leave us to re- 
turn quietly to our camps. On one of 
these occasions, shortly after night-fall, 
Wise's brigade of infantry on our 
left ran out of their breastworks 
and fell back to the heavy works at 
Burgess' Mill. The flurry was aoon over 
on one end of the line and General Rob- 
erts, with tho writer, while seeking to 
re-eBtablish communication with the in- 
fantry, was suddenly fired upon by the 
Thirty-Fourth Virginia Infantry, and 
narrowly escaped death at the hands of 
our troops. 

About the 23rd of March, 1S05, an or- 
der was received from army headquar- 
ters directing General Roberts to send 
one hundred picked men to report for 
duty to General John B. Gordon, at 
Petersburg. The men wore selected and 
placed under thecommand of Lieutenant 
Colonel Edelin, who marched to Peters- 
burg and participated in the attack on 
the enemy's fortifications on the 25th of 
March, known aa the Hare's Hill fight, 
and which resulted in the rupulseof Gor- 
don's magnificent advance, at lirst suc- 
cessful, but dually overwhelmed for 
want of proper support. Colonel Edelin 
returned with his detachment to our 
camp on tho White Oak road just in time 
to take part in the operations about to 
be mentioned, but he was captured by 
the enemy on tho second day after his 
return. 

MOVINO TO PETERSBURG. 

On tho morning of the 20th of March, 
1805. tho enemy commenced that Beries 
of movements which resulted in the fall 
of Petersburg. At dawn Roberts' Bri- 
gade was drawn up in support of our 
advanced pickets. As the movement 
developed it became apparent that the 
advance of tho enemy waa in bucIi force 
as to render vain all hope of disputing 
his progress with our two little regi- 
ments. Yet we tried. Slowly, but 
surely and steadily the heavy columns of 
infantry formed in our front, deployed 
and advanced, brushing us away as they 
enveloped our flanks, and without haste 
or dash closed up on the ground wo had 
Btubbornly contested. Twice wo checked 
them, so that they had to reinforce their 
line, and after losing many of our best 
men and moat gallant officers, we 
saw coining up to our aid the 
two brigades of Wise and Wallace — a 
mere handful to throw away on the hosts 
we had encountered. General Wise rode 
up and requoated General RobertB to re- 
tire his cavalry as ho was about to order 
his infantry to charge. It would have 
been useless to attempt to deter the old 
man from his rush endeavor by telling 
him that the enemy were about ten to 
his ono in front, He thought it a mere 



feint and would not believe our report 
that n heavy line of battle had been 
steadily advancing on ue for two hours. 
General Roberts, therefore, mounted his 
Bkirmishers and passed with his cavalrv 
to the right, while General WiBe formed 
hiB lines for the charge. We had scarce- 
ly reached our position, near the Wilaon 
house, on the Boydton plank road, when 
we heard the yell of Wise's men aa they 
burst upon the enemy and hurled back 
his Bkirmishers upon his main line. We 
listened for the reply. It came in one 
tremendous hurst of Bmoke and flame, 
and the rattling thunder of close- ordered 
volleys told of the fearful check which 
met Wise's exultant ndvance. In an- 
other moment we saw his broken lines 
sweeping back, leaving many of their 
dead and wounded on the bloody field. 

General Roberts had formed his bri- 
gade on the Boydton plank road at Wil- 
son's house, in easy ranee of the field 
over which Wise had advanced and re- 
treated. Here in the open field, adjoin- 
ing Wilson's, occurred as brilliant an 
episode of petite guerre as came under 
observation in the whole war. From 
the eaBt side of the Boydton plank road 
sloped an open field down to a ditch 
running parallel with that road, and 
distant from it about two hundred or 
three hundred yards. On the further 
side of this ditch was rolling ground, 
quite steep, and beyond that roee a hill- 
side of broom-straw crowned by a skirt 
of stunted pineB.

A Thrifty Carpenter Turned Into a Lu- 
natic by tho Cruel Jest of Somo Brief- 
less Young Lawyers— Made to Bollere 
tho Great Singer Loved Hiin. 

Jenny Lind is dead, but in a filthy 
hovel ou tho road from Qlusco, Ulster 
county, to tho Hudson river, at Dlstor 
Landing, lives u lasting remombranc« 
of her iii a poor mail hermit, who lost 
his mind through a praotioal joko, 
which aroused in him a violent lovo for 
the gront singer. Tho man's history is 
full of anch incidents as your trno prac- 
tical joker oan enjoy. Ho has dono no 
end of grotesque things. Ho has suffer- 
ed unmeasured ridionlo nnd injury. 
Rare indeed is tho joko that can coru- 
puro with this ono in tho quality and ex- 
tent of tho real human misery resulting 
from it. 

Early in the fiftios, whon Jenny Lind 
was croating a mad furor here by her 
wonderful singing, there lived in Kings- 
ton, N. Y., a young carpenter named 
Tobias Van Steonberg. Ho never had a 
very strong mind, but was a good and 
steady workman, thrifty and prosper- 
ous. Ho had accumulated several hun- 
dred dollars in tho savings bank and 
had built himself a good house. He 
was not tho sort of man to make an 
enemy, but ho was as good a mark for a 
practical joke as a jester could hopo to 
find. .Several young lawyers in Kings- 
ton hud noted Van Stccnborg's pecu- 
liarities and mado him the butt of their 
jests. Ab most of them wcro briefless, 
they had plenty of loisuro to dovoto to 
tho young carponter, to whom thoy 
gavo tho nickname of "Boot." 

Ono day he was scon looking earnest- 
ly at a cheap cut of Jenny Lind in one 
of the shop windows, and tho young 
lawyers saw an opportunity for anoth- 
er practical joko, so thoy began to talk 
to him about Jenny Lind, and soon 
mado him think sho was in lovo with 
him. They afterward managed to havo 
letters sent to him from Now York in- 
viting him to visit tho great singer in 
the city. Ho at onco drew his money 
frcrn tho bank and. disposing of his 
property, started for Now York. 

Tho joko was certainly progressing 
very well, but it would seem as if some 
ono might havo had prtsdenco enough to 
call a halt beforo Van Stcenberg had 
quito ruined himself. In thoso days not 
so much was known as now about tho 
effect of suggestion and "tho fixed 
idea," especially upon a weak mind, yet 
plain common senso would havo served 
well in this contingency. Nobody but 
the jokers could do anything with Van 
Steonberg. His friends and relatives 
were powerless, for ho had passed into 
that straugo mental stato where only 
ono spring of action can bo touched, 
whero only ono impulse rules tho con- 
duct. 

As soon na ho reached tho city poor 
™3oet" began to haunt tho hall whero 
tho famous singer was appearing and to 
follow her carriago in tho street. At 
ono of her public receptions at tho IJe- 
vero hotel ho declared his lovo' before 
the crowd present and said ho hadcomo 
to New York to marry her and ondod 
by groveling on tho floor at her feot. 
Sho had never socn the man beforo and, 
of course, had him ejected from her 
apartments. 

Ho then began to haunt tho hotol 
lobby and to attempt to spoak to her as 
she passed out of tho hotel until tho 
jjjoprietors of the houso had him put in- 
to the street. His next move was to placo 
himself where ho could watch tho 
singor's windows, and ho would not 
jnovo from his post for hours at a timo. 
Later on ho stems to havo got an idea 
that Miss Lind would lovo him hotter if 
ho was a musician, and then ho ap- 
peared in front of tho hotel with a hand 
organ, which ho would grind for hours 
at a tftno. Ho boon became a public 
nuisance and was arrested and taken to 
tho Tombs. His friends in Kingston 
woro notified to como and get him. 

"Boot" was brought back to Kings- 
ton, but his mind was destroyod, and ho 
wonld do nothing but wander about 
town grinding his hand organ. Ho soon 
became such a plague to his native town 
and to his own family that ono of his 
brothers smashed the machine. Ho then 
settled down into a stato of harmless 
lunacy until tho war broke out, when 
ho became imbued with the idea that ho 
was a general and began to organize tho 
boys of tho town into u company of sol- 
diers. He made liis headquarters at the 
stato camp grounds and gavo orders to 
both officers and men, which they good 
natnrodly pretended to obey. Ho then 
took on a new phase of lunacy by gath- 
ering everywhere he could brass but- 
tons, which ho sewed on his cap and 
clothing until ho fairly bent under their 
weight. 

Ho became such a walking show that 
his parents finally quietly destroyed bin 
button bedecked suit. 

All through tho war ho paid no at- 
tention to anything but military mat- 
ters, making incoherent stump speeches 
whenever ho could got any ono to listen 
to him. After tho war was over and 
the troops had disappeared ho began to 
show signs of violence and was turned 
over by his rolatives to the poor master, 
who sent him to jail, and finally to the 
madhouse attached to tho county poor- 
house. Ho was roloased from thero a 
few months, and instead of returning 
homo ho went into ono of tho country 
towns and built himsolf a shanty, whero 
ho has continued to live.— New York 
Journal.

It has remained for the little schooner 
Fred E. Sander to anticipate the story of 
the Klondyke'a wealth, which the whole 
world impatiently awaits in the arrival 
of the Portland— to quote the Post-In- 
telligencer. After a voyage of thirty- 
two days from St. MicliaelB, the Sander 
reached Port Townsend Thursday, and 
aeveral of her passengers, who have be- 
come wealthy within the year, harried 
to Seattle by steamer, arriving early/ in 
the afternoon, The echooner brought a 
little more than $-13,000 in gold dust and 
nuggets. The list of the passengers and 
the amounts of their holdinga are aB fol- 
lows i 

James McNamee, Juneau, $10,000. 
CkarleaVeBt, Portland, $000 and in- 
terests in the gold country which will 
make him independent forlife. 

Joe Lowe, $15,000. mining interests, 
$25,000. 

Harry Ash, king of Dawson City gam- 
blers, $10,000, interests in claims on 
Klondyke worth $75,000. 

J. S. Dinsmore, Eureka, Cal., $8,000 
and an interest in a claim on Hunker 
creek worth $50,000. 

Here are a few of the American miners 
who, according to the statement ot Dins- 
moie, a reliable, intelligent and conser- 
vative man, have Btruck it rich : 

Skiff Mitchell, Eureka, Cal,, worth 
$1,000,000 if he is worth a cent. 

James McNamee, Juneau, one-half 
interest in eighteen different claims on 
Bonanza and Eldorado creeks, each of 
which is worth from $25,000 to $50,000. 

Charles Lamb, Loa Angeles, a partner 
of McNamee in a number of the richeBt 
claims, worth at leaet $250,000. 

Humboldt Gates, Eureka, Cal,, worth 
$100,000, being interested in one and 
one-half claims on Bonanza, and one on 
Eldorado creek. 

Frank DenBunore, Maine, a blacksmith, 
partner ot Skiff Mitchell in claim No. 20 
Bonanza creek above discovery 
Mitchell and Deneoiore have tho richest 
claim in tho Klondyke. It pays $4,000 
to the box. Their clean-up last year on 
surface dirt was $113,000. At preeent 
they are working twenty-eight men. 

TliiB is, in substance, the story brought 
on the Sander concerning the riches of 
the Klondyke. The Sander's passen- 
gers assert that those who look for tons 
of gold on the Portland are certainly 
doomed to disappointment. While the 
Klondyke ia almost weekly turning out 
millionaires, very few great clean-ups 
have been reported since the latter part 
of June and the first part of July, and 
the men who are to-day the richest of 
Dawson City inhabitants havo thfiir 
money Btored in their humble shacke, 
while much of it is still in the dirt, and 
much more ia being held for investment 
aud development. 

When the Sander left St. Michaels the 
talk of new discoveries had turned to 
Hunker creek, a tributary of the Klon- 
dyke and Menook creek, 300 miles north- 
weBt of Circle City. Menook creek is in 
the United States and opens into the 
Yukon, Twelve men, according to last 
reports, were at work there, and one 
James Langford, the first miner who got 
to bedrock, tood out 125 ounces from a 
box and a hall. Thia took two men a 
week. 

The pay dirt of Hunker creek, accord- 
ing to the Sander's passengers, ia as rich 
as the average to be found in the Klon- 
dyke. IL yields at least 70 cents to the 
pan. 

Mayor Lowe, of Circle City, was one 
of the Sander's passeDgers. For eighteen 
months he was a resident of Circle City, 
but last winter he joined in the stam- 
pede and went to Dawson, where he con- 
ducts a large saloon and dance hall, 

" 1 have come down to do a little doc- 
toring," said he, ''and have only brought 
enough dust to buy 5-cent beer with 
during tho winter. I have no remark- 
able nuggets with me. You can Bee a 
wash tub full of them any time in Daw- 
son. 1 will go back in the spring, going 
in by way of Wrangel and the new trail 
up the Stickeen and acres to Lake TeB- 
lin. I think that iB a good route," 



INTENDING KLONDYKERS MEET. 

Some ot the "Bristol's" Passengers Air 
Their Mutual Grievances. 

The mutterings of discontent which 
have been heard in iiotel reading-rooms, 
on the street corners, and (of course) in 
saloona during the past few days, re- 
sulted in a meeting last evening. They 
resulted, too, iu the appointment ot a 
committee, and furnished incidentally 
an opportunity for a display of eloquence 
which was more than worthy of the 
occasion, 

The meeting was called at short no- 
tice and took place in the reading room 
of the Dviard hotel, there being present 
fully eighty men, tho large majority of 
whom are tho intending passengers on 
the steamer Bristol. The object of the 
meeting waa to unite those going 
by the Bristol and Eugene 
to Dawson City tor their mutual protec- 
tion. Mr. John Potter, of Helena, Mon- 
tana, wab clioeen as chairman, Rnd Mr. 
G. C. Van West, of Louisville, Ky., as 
secretary of tho meeting, and subse- 
quently these gentlemen were appointed 
permanent occupants of those respec- 
tive positions. 

A committee of six to act with the 
chairman waa on motion of the meeting 
left to the eelection ot tho president, who 
named tho following as euch commit- 
tee: C. G. Copeland, O. D. Golf, J. VV. 
Wright, and W. S. Malby, now staying 
at the Queen's hotel ; Dr. J. B. Cooke, 
who is a guest at tho Dominion; and 
Captain Fulton, who ia staying at the 
California hotel. Thia committee will 
meet every morning at 9 o'clock (until 
the Eailiog'of the Bristol), in tho reading 
room of the Victoria hotel for the pur- 
pose of receiving from those who are 
intending to sail" on that vessel, state- 
ments of any complaints they have to 
make in regard to the treatment they 
have received at the hands of those who 
are acting as agents for the boat. 

Brief! v, it appeared from the state- 
ments ititt'Jc thai Eorne of :Lce£ who paid 



forapassnge to Dawson City on the Bris- 
tol and Eugene, claim that the promisee 
made to thein when they paid for 
such passage have not been and 
are not likely to be fulfilled. Some 
say they were promised that tho Bristol 
would leave Victoria on the 2-f th inBt., 
and that the failure of the charterers to 
take them from this port on that dale 
is a breach of contract. Some claim 
they were promised that their meala 
on the Eugene from St. Michaels 
to Daweon City would be 
provided free, and all seem to be agreed 
that their board billB while they are held 
in Victoria awaiting the Bailing of the 
Bristol should be paid by the cooipaay 
who advertiaed the sailing of the boat 
on the 24 th. 

Thete statements wer6 made in vari- 
ous forms last night by several gentle- 
men, who feel that the delay in getting 
away from Victoria is a serious matter, 
which may result in danger, and possi- 
bly worse, being incurred on the Yukon 
river. The committee will take hold of 
these grievances and endeavor to ob- 
tain a satisfactory settlement with. 
Messrs. Davidge & Co., McGuire Bro- 
thers, or Mr. E. B. McFarland. 

It was made amply clear at the meet- 
ing, which was marked throughout by a 
business tone, that nothing is desired by 
the committee but the performance by 
tho charterers or agents of the Bristol of 
the contract they have made with thoBe 
who have paid for their passage. 
Mr. McGuire and Mr. Greer, on behalf 
of MesBra. F. C. Davidge & Co., who 
were preeent, expressed their anxiety to 
do tb is, and it is altogether probable 
that when the committee meet thoso 
gentlemen a mutually satisfactory ar- 
rangement will be arrived at. Just so 
soon as the Bristol arrives in port (and 
tho delay in her arrival is most 
probably owing to her having 
encountered deneely foggy or smoky 
weather) she will be put in 
readiness for her trip to St. Michael's, 
and six hours will, the agents say, be 
amply sufficient for iho loading of her 
passengers and freight. And as it ia al- 
most cert ain that no danger of freezing 
in ia possible until the let of October 
the Eugene will in all likelihood make 
DawBon City in ample timo to eBcape so 
unpleaeant an experience. 

The expenses which the delay has oc- 
casioned fall very heavily upon the char- 
terer of the boat, and as they have be- 
come responsible for the coat of boarding 
and rooming their passengers while they 
are held in Victoria it ia certain that no 
delay will be occaeioned which it iB in 
their power to avoid. 



AKGKY KLONDYKERS. 

Passengers on a Vessel From Seattle Cora, 
plain of Their Treatment Aboard. 

A despatch from Nanaimo states that 
the schooner Moonlight, in tow of the 
J. M, Coleman, arrived there yesterday. 
The Moonlight haB 80 passengers aboard 
and left Seattle Wednesday night hound 
forDyeaintow of the J. M. Coleman. 
According to the passengers, who are in 
a Btate bordering on mutiny, they took 
passage on the Moonlight at $10 for pas- 
sage and were to be landed inDyeainsix 
days. They say, further, that thepaeeage 
bo far has been most dangeroue, aa Capt. 
Coleman left without a chart, and below 
Port Townsend they ran into a shoal 
of rocks, and afterwards were almost 
landed on a sandbar. The steamer brofie 
down three times between Seattle and 
Coinox. When opposite Savary island, 
and during a gale of wind, the Bteamer 
caat the Bchooner loose and started for 
Nanaimo. The schooner drifted about 
all night, and when morning broke 
hoisted sail and made their way here. 
Although the captain of the steamer cast 
loose on the ground that the steamer 
was broken down, the passengers sub- 
pect he came to Nanaimo for a chart, 
fearing" to proceed without one. 
Still turther indignation is caueed by 
passengers being put on two mealsa day, 
at 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., and the manner 
of Bervine them. Tables are placed 
on deck ot the schooner, and the meals 
being put on a general aeaembly takes 
place. It is claimed that the tugwhl 
leave with the schooner to-morrow, but 
it ia doubtful. In the present high tem- 
per of the passengers, it is feared excit- 
ing timea will be seen on hoard, before 
Dyea is reached. None of the paseen- 
«eis propose attempting the Pats, with 
the exception of five or Eix. In the 
meantime the passengers are wandering 
around town pouring out, their " tale of 
woe " to every poison who will liaten. 
They universally condemn Steamboat 
Inepector Brandt, of Seattle, for allow- 
ing the Coleman to put to sea. 



THE NORTHERN TRAFFIC. 

Steamboat Men See No End to the Northern 
Business— The " Topeka " Calls. 

The chances now seem to point in tho 
direction, that the dread ot winter in the 
fur north will act as no barrier in 
holding people back from going 
bo long as the yellow metal 
continues to come out of the 
Klondyke country in the manner it haa 
this summer. Passengers from abroad 
are still arriving to go North, and if half 
a dozen stern-wheelers were on the 
Stickeen to-day ready to receive loads 
for the upper waters of that river, they 
would tloubtlesH havo more than they 
could carry. From the numerous in- 
quiries being made it ia probable that the 
Hudson Bay Co. 's steamer Caledonia, now 
on the Skeena making one trip up the 
Stickeen, but nothing definite in regard 
to this has yet been settled, The C. P. 
N. Company are still getting northern 
business and it ia expected they will be 
obliged to send another vessel north 
in addition to the Danube, sailing for 
St. Michael's with the machinery for the 
company's new steamer on the Yukon. 
The freighting busineea north is attracting 
the attention of owners ofall email craft, 
and among the latest announcements ia 
that the old barge J. R. Macdonald, 
which haa long been in idleness, will 
enter the service. Spratt's Ark would 
have been running some weeks but for 
the fact that one of her boilers ia not in 
condition tor usage. 

Only one of the big fleet of Northern 
steamships arrived yesterday, and she, 
the City of Topeka, got in about mid- 
night. A big quantity of height awaited 
her here and the vessel in leaving will 
be full almost to overflowing. 

Tho Willamette waa detained on the 
Sound, but according to telegraphic in- 
formation she will bo on hand this 
morning. Several passengers leaving ont 
either steamer will debark at Wrangel 
with the idea of getting passage if pos- 
sible on Mr, J. C, Calbreath'a steamer, 
the Alaskan, to go up the Stickeen. If 
disappointed they will go up the river iu 
Indian canoe.

To-morrow at the. 'customary polling 
places and during: the statutory hourB, 
the property owners of Victoria will have 
the opportunity of endorsing or express- 
ing their disapproval of Mayor Redfern's 
"by-law for the improvement of the city 
roads and sidewalks— the measure that 
was the most prominent plank in the 
platform on which Elia Worship suc- 
cessfully offered himself for election. 

That the by-law has been most ener- 
getically tept before the voters during 
the past week or ten days no one will 
dispute. Even the most aggressive op- 
ponent of the measure cannot but admit 
that it has been ably championed. 

For the information of any of the rate- 
payers who may yet be in ignorance of 
the details of the proposed legislation a 
condensation of Mayor Redfern's ex- 
planation of its contents has been pre- 
pared as below : 

The by-law is to borrow f 100,000 Upon the 
credit ot the city to be expended thus 

1. To lay down permanent side- 
walks in either concrete or vitri- 
fied brick, in business portions of 
city, at a cost approximately of. .$ 25,000 

2. (a) To repair with macadam, (b) 
to lay down permanent gutters in 
either concrete or wooden blocks 
and (c) to make necessary surface 
drains in the following streets: 
Johnson from Store to Douglas, 
Fort from Wharf, to Douglas, 
Broad from Brougliton to Pan- 
dora, Courtney from Wharf to 
Douglas, Brougliton from Wharf 
to Doucrlas. (d) To lay down per- 
manent concrete or wooden block 
gutters and surface drains on por- 
tions of Government and Yates 
streets already macadamized, at a 
cost approximately of 25,000 

3. To repair with macadam without 
concrete gutters the following 
streets: Humboldt street from 
Government to Park road, Fort 
street from Douglas to Jubilee 
hospital, Yates street from Doug- 
las to Cadboro Bay road, Douglas 
street from Humboldt to Foun- 
tain, Government street from 
Johnson to Fountain, Store street 
from Johnson to city limits— that 
is, as far as the switch on Escjui- 
malt road, Gorge road from Doug- 
las to citv limits, at a cost approxi- 
mately of 50,000 

Total amount of by-law $100,000 

The chief objection raised to the bylaw is 
that it is bad policy to borrow money for 
macadamizing streets for the reason that 
these contemplated improvements will not 
last the life ot the bylaw— that is twenty 
years— but this argument applies to only 
about $5,000 of the amount, as you will 
presently see. for only this much of the 
$100,000 is to be expended in repairing with 
macadam streets which may eventually be 
paved in the business part of the city. 

The iirst two items in foregoing schedule, 
$50,000, or half the total amount, includ 
permanent sidewalks and permanent gut- 
ters and surface drains over a large area 
of the city. It is estimated that macadam- 
izing the streets in question will not 
amount to more than $1,000 or$5,0O0, so the 
above objection, if valid at all, can only ap- 
ply to this amount, and cannot in any way 
hold good as regards the whole bylaw 

As regards the last item of $50,000, no one 
will surely contend that we are justified at 
present in expecting permanent pavements 
in the streets not immediately in the busi- 
ness portion of the city which are enumer- 
ated In clause 3. If the council put that 
part of the city in as good condition as re- 
gards streets as they have put the road 
leading to the outer wharf there would b 
no cause for complaint. 

It is also urged that the taxes of the city 
should not be increased. Bu t they will not 
be increased, 

The Mayor points out that: 
The two loans, one for $20,000 ma- 
turing in June. 1S93, and the other 
for $92,5000 maturing in April, 
1S09, both at 7 percent., now cost 
the city in interest and sinking 

fund $12,010 

Amount required for the proposed 
loan of $100,000 in interest at 
per cent, and sinking fund is 7, SG0 

Difference $4,180 

By which amount the city revenue will 
be increased in about eighteen months, the 
$7,860 for service of the proposed by-law 
being paid meanwhile out ol current rev- 
enue', and the city getting the benefit of the 
improved condition of the streets. 

The facts as above set forth have been 
kept very much in evidence during the 
past week, The advice to vote for the 
by-law has stared out upon the citizens 
from many bill boards; it has been con- 
veyed by inference through the cyclists' 
cards announcing that they " want good 
roade. It lias been preferred by way- 
side signs and extended in the form of 
dodgers and advertisements. Banners 
have blazoned it, and letters in the 
papers emphasized it. And, more to the 
point, every voter has been given a cir- 
cular containing it. 

Truly the work of the Good Roads 
committee has been well done, and at 
the same time so accurately had the 
matter been financed that when the 
campaign closed yesterdayevery account 
bad been settled, and of the fund of 
$117.30 voluntarily contributed by the 
citizens, a balance in hand remained of 
05 cents, 

It is not the general custom for a com- 
mittee appointed by public meeting in 
this city to have its liuanees accurately 
guaged and its statement ready by the 
close of the preliminary labors. Yet 
this committee has established a Bplen- 
did precedent, and presents the following 
balance Bheet:

FEVER ON THE ERASER. 

The Careless Disposal of Salmon OfTal at 
Steveston Produces Serious 
Results. 

Unless immediate steps are taken to 
change the conditions prevailing in the 
neighborhood of the Steveston salmon 
canneries, the entire population of that 
locality will be at the mercy of a fever 
epidemic. And, tinhappily.it cannot be 
met as an unpreventablecalamity. 

For weeks paBt the fish offal nuisance 
has been growing more formidable daily, 
and the complaints of the Buffering resi- 
dents have been unproductive of reform. 
Now the beach for miles iB strewn with 
heads and entrails of fish that have been 
used, the nauseating odor from these 
mingling with the smell of thousands of 
entire fish thrown away by the fisher- 
men and left to corrupt the air at low 
tide aB their decomposition proceeds. 

A veteran captain who came down to 
Victoria on Friday sayB that the natural 
reault of the improper disposal of the 
oll'al is already making its appearance in 
a fever epidemic which has prostrated a 
number of residents. He himself waB 
forced to abandon a business engagement 
and return to Yictoria. 

" I'm used to some pretty tough odors 
on shipboard," ho said in explanation of 
his return, "but if I had a week more 
of that Steveston perfume it would mean 
a long doctor's bill to pay. And if the 
health authorities don't take energetic 
measures up there soon they will be 
criminally responsible for letting disease 
gain a foothold among a prosperous 
community. 

" You're not going to the Klondyke re- 
gion, are you?" said the impecunious 
man's friend. 

"No." 

" Don't like the climate?" 

"It isn't the climate. It's the surface 
conditions. There are too many moun- 
tain passes and no railway passes.'' —

Come Uncomfortably Close 
to One Another. 



Officers of the Oriental Liner Settle 
Old Scores by Kesort to 
FisticulTd. 



Having remained in quarantine from 
5 until 12 o'clock^ the Northern Pacific 
liner Columbia did not berth at the 
ocean dock until afternoon yesterday, 
This is the Columbia's first trip, but no 
one would have guessed the fact who is 
familiar with the waterfront, so closely 
does she resemble her Bister Bhip the 
Olympia, one of tho regular N.P.E. 
linerB, The Columbia was formerly the 
Meihven Castle, and prior to her present 
service waB known aB a Castle liner. 
She left England for her new occupa- 
tion six months ago, the crew now 
In command being then in charge, and 
the officers being: Captain Hill, First 
Officer Gow, Second Officer Flernming, 
Third Officer Lilloy, Purser Finney and 
ChieE Engineer Wilson. To none of 
theeo wob the present voyage more 
trying than to Purser Finney. Sea- 
faring life was knew to him, and though 
the passage was the finest that could 
have been expected, he suffered greatly 
from sea sickness the entire trip. The 
Columbia is a heavy carrier of 1,719 
tons register, strongly build and steams 
11% knots an hour, average sailing. She 
haB accommodation for 10 Baloon, 3 
second class and 250 steerage passengers. 
This accommodation was pretty nearly 
all utilized on tho voyage just ended, 
for there arrived for Yictoria and 
Tacoma 113 Asiatic, 4 intermediate and 
7 saloon passengers. The saloon list 
was made up ot Messrs. Fittoch, Niven 
Sdhthey, Angel and two Chinese stu- 
dents who are going to Washington, D 
C., to complete their education. The 
four intermediate travellers came from 
Yokohama and are going to the Klon- 
dyke. A very valuable cargo was brought 
by the Columbia, and to have it deliv- 
ered quickly caused Captain Hill no 
small amount of anxiety on his way 
across the Pacific. Once he met with a 
tedious delay. When the Bteamer was 
in mid ocean the high pressure valve 
spindle broke and for 24 hours the ship 
had to "lay to" while repairB were 
made. Besides heavy shipments of tea 
the steamer carried 1,700 bales of silk. 
She brought nearly 500 tonB of rice and 
sugar for Victoria merchants from Hong- 
kong, and aB this wae among the heaviest 
freight she had on board it had to be 
amongst the first Btowed in the hold of 
the ship in order that her load would 
not be top-weighted, Consequently 
when discharging the steamer slung out 
of her hold considerable careo before 
that for Victoria could be got at. When 
things Btarted to move nicely at the 
wharf, a second side to affairs cropped 
up, and warfare among the officers en 
sued. An engineer, with more liquor 
within than common sense, ascended to 
the deck of the wheel house to square 
oil' a standing grievance with one of the 
officers, A quarrel followed, with the 
reBult that tho burly captain interceded, 
settling the matter momentarily by 
landing the engineer on the 
main deck. Later a second en 
gineer came along, but the cap 
tain was again on hand, and after 
a little squabbling an effectual end was 
put to the trouble. But Captain Hill 
came near having trouble on another 
ecore — not in port but in the Straits, on 
Wednesday night. The Walla Walla, 
outward bound for San Francisco, waB 
passed at dangerously close quarters 
about 10 o'clock. According to the Col- 
umbia's officers the tactics of the Coaat 
liner wero very strange. After showing 
lights to priBB on the port side she sud- 
denly clianged them to green, and cut 
across the Columbia's bow. Since leav- 
ing Yokohama the Columbia sighted only 
one other vessel, and that a schooner, 
beating in off the coast. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The steamBhip Umatilla from San 
Francisco arrived yesterday morning 
over a day late. She brought 118 2-5 
tons of freight for this city. Her pas- 
sengers numbered 38 cabin and 7 second 
class pasBengers for Victoria; 23 cabin 
and 21) Eecond class passengers for Port 
Towneend : 34 cabin and 87 second class 
passengers for Seattle and 10 cabin and 
11 eecond class paseengers for Tacoma.
